'Urban Nativity' is about the Near West Side in Cleveland, where I live & work. 

It's a neighborhood that contains many poor people and the not so poor. 

There are many social service shelters here. People needing food, clothing, overnight shelter, 
all find an inexpensive place to live close to urban services. Crime and these fragile people 
co-exist. Mental health clients fend for themselves by recycling materials they scavenge. 

The occupants of 'Urban Nativity' are a single mother & her children. The beggar at the door 
represents the people with addictions & abuses that have been left untreated. The person 
pushing the shopping cart loaded with cans represents those who can function by gleaning 
the streets for resources. The emotionally & physically crushed mental health client is 
the bronze kneeling figure who is left on the street, trying to survive with little or no 
help.

In my neighborhood, police helicopters are used for criminal surveillance. With their bright 
search light, they hover noisily overhead. This causes the neighborhood to feel as 
though we live in a war zone. For the 'Urban Nativity,' the Star of David has located 
the poor and homeless. 

The original nativity scene was about hope.
